TWO ARBITRATION PLANS 


One by the United States and the 
Other by England W ill Be i*ro|w>«ed 
For N ettling International D isputes. 
Instructions as 
to 
Disarm am ent.

W ashington, May 10.— The United 
States and Great Britain will each ad­ 
vocate the adoption of arbitration for 
the settlement of international dispute* 
before the disarmament conference to 
rao» t at The Hague next Tuesday. 
The American delegate*, headed by 
Ambassador Whit«*, are «»quipped with 
a fairly well digested plan for the execu­ 
tion of this long cheri'hed project, 
while the British delegates are prepared 
with a phin which is almost uleutical 
with the America« project. 
The details 
cannot be pro ’ured for publication iu 
advance of the preaentatkm of the pro* 
jret* to the conference. 
It is known, 
however, that there an essential diff<*r- 
enw* between the last plan anti that em­ 
bodied in the tr aty draft«? 1 by Secre­ 
tary* Olney and Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
which fail«*d r»f action in tho senate 
wh«*n submitted for ratification. 
The 
differotic«** are rather in the methods 
pnivitlid for securing an impartial ad­ 
judication than iu the principles of the 
fortw r convention, and it t* believed 
that on them points the British and 
American pr. , *.:tiou- an- u>t precisely 
similar. 
It cannot b** «said that the American 
delegates go to th>* conference with any

Regarding disarmament,

st ru« tions arc to t* 11 th** conference that 
the present armament of the United 
States, and any within the possibilities 
of the future, are mi far below the pres­ 
ent minimum armament with which 
any of the gn at powers an* likely to be 
content that there is really no reaaon 
why the Unit«*d States should be* called 
into the agreement. 
• Oth» r puutis upm which *ho delegates 
have been Instructed are the exemption 
from set sure of individual property and 
the extension o! the Red Or«**s rule* to 
warlike operations at sea. 
As to the 
former, th«' pr» sident expressed himself 
very strongly in hi* last mt ssage to con­ 
gress and th«* delegate* go charged to 
give practical effect to theae views. 
As 
to the R* d Cross extension, both the 
United State* and Spain during tho re­ 
cent war, voluntarily agreed to apply 
the Hod t roa- rules at sea. 
But another point in th«» instructions 
I# that relating to the am ilioration of 
the horrors of war nu«l with this, too, 
the American delegates are deeply oon- 
cemed.

Chicago, May 10.—The senatorial pure 
food investigating committee yesterday 
heard some startling testimony in re­ 
gard to the adulteration of fotxl products, 
which may considerably prolong its ses­ 
sion. 
Professor A. S. Mitchell, chief chemist 
of the Wisconsin dairy and food com- 
mis>icm, mad«? the sworn statement that 
nearly every butcher in Illinois used 
preserving liquids on scraps of meat 
which they laid aside tor the manfac- 
ture of hamburger steak and other al­ 
leged delicacies. 
The chemist first told 
of a liquid known as “freezine.” Pro­ 
fessor Mitchell said the stuff had been 
u*?d extensively by farmers to keep 
milk and butter, it being the custom to 
mix it with the former in small quanti- j 
ties and pour it into vats for the preser­ 
vation of butter. 
“ This ‘freezine’ I have found to be j 
nothing less than almost pure formic 
aldehyde,” uarratetl the expert. 
“ This 
is a chemical that acts disastrously up­ 
on the tissues of the stomach, and I can 
only surmise the results when milk di­ 
luted with it is used constantly by a 
family. 
W’here butter is placed iu vats 
filled with this stuff the porous com­ 
modity takes up no small part of the 
liquid with a result that can only be 
conjectured.” 
The professor proceeded to tell of his 
experiments with a fluid sold extensive­ 
ly to butchers for the purpose of mak­ 
ing their Hamburger steaks last aud 
keep up a healthy appear&n<x>. 
"This liquid contains a great percent­ 
age of what is known as sulphide of 
soda, with a complement of coloring 
m atter,” be continued. “ It is styled an 
antiseptic and in certain respm s Ls. 
This must be borne in mind, however, 
that where fermentation and WAste are 
arrest«*»! the digestive properties are con­ 
sequently destroyed.” 
Dr. Wiley, the government expert, 
who examined the antiseptic without go­ 
ing on the stand, said he Identified it as 
practically the same chemical which 
was used during his experience at medi­ 
cal college to preserve ca«iavers, and was 
now occasionally pat into serrioe in dis 
infecting houses where smallpox patients 
raided. 
H ie testimony early in the day as­ 
sumed the form of a debate as to whether 
or not the use of alum in the manufac­ 
ture of baking powder is injurious to 
the public health. 
George W. Rew, a 
chemist, stated the injuries character­ 
istic of alum wore destroyed iu the pre- 
cess of baking. 
Professor C. N. S. Shalllx^rg, former 
«niitor of The Western Druggist, and 
Professor Mitchell «xmibatt«*! this theory 
and «xpressed the opinion that alum 
should not b*> used as an ingrerlient nu- 
lcs* the public was made aware of the 
fact by lab« «< on the cans. 
The common basis fear the majority of 
j« llies manufactured nowadays, acconi- 
ing to several witnesses, are the cores 
au«l ixiriugs and appl«?s utilizid after 
th«»y had been evaporated. 
This sub­ 
stance, it was claimed, is mixtd with 
glnoose iu large quantities, with sugar 
in small quantities aud then colored and 
flavored to suit the outside design on 
the package.

CIVIL SERVICE ORDER 


Held Hack Owing to Failure o f Cabi­ 
net Officers to Agree. 
Washington, May 10.—The delay in 
the issue of the president’s civil service 
order Is due to differences among th© 
members of the cabinet as to the form 
which the order should take. 
Some of 
the cabinet officers want certain places 
excepted and others do not. 
As the or­ 
der must be uniform for all of the de­ 
partments the president has been wait­ 
ing until he oould secure an agreement 
among his advisers. 
While an under­ 
standing has not yet been reached some 
progress toward it has been 
made. 
When the president first asked his ad­ 
visers for their recommendations he 
found them greatly at variance. One of 
the most serious divisions was on the 
subject of private secretaries. 
Another 
•erious division was on the subject of 
the chief clerks. 
Some cabinet officers 
recommended that both of these pUmes 
should be put on the excepted list; oth­ 
ers waDted them continued as classified 
places. 
After a good deal of considera­ 
tion the cabinet finally reached an agree­ 
ment that the chief clerks ought to re­ 
main in the classified service as at pres­ 
ent. 
The argum ent which brought about 
this conclusion was that at the change 
of an administration it was necessary to 
have some man holding over who would 
be perfectly familiar with all the details 
of the bureau or department, as other­ 
wise confusion would result and the 
public business would suffer. 
The heads of the departments are 
widely divided as to the number of ex­ 
cepted places which ought to be mode 
The navy department, it is said, has 
made scarcely any recommendations for 
changes. 
The heads of other depart­ 
ments desire a largo number. 
As soon 
as the president is able to reconcile these 
differemx® he will issue his long ex­ 
pected order.

Havana, May 10.—General Maximo 
Gomez is trying to persuade Governor 
General Brooke that a Cuban standing 
army of 15,000 is a necessary adjunct to 
the proper government of the islands. 
He has presented his views in writing, 
but without eliciting as yet any reply. 
The proposition is not likely to receive 
much consideration at headquarters, 
where considerable surprise was oc­ 
casioned by this magnificent project 
which, if adopted, Gomez doubtless be­ 
lieves, would be placed under his per 
sonal control. 
The growing conviction that there is 
no need of rural guards except in the 
wilder portions of the provinces of San­ 
tiago and Puerto Principe is confirmed 
by the investigations of Captain Hickey 
of the governor general’s staff, just re­ 
turned from a tour of the provinces east 
of Havana which has been occupied two 
months. 
Captain Hickey, in carefully 
w ritten reports to General Brooke, as­ 
serts that, with with the exoeption of a 
few iu Santiago province, he found no 
traces of bandits. 
“ Political feeling in 
the country districts,” he declares, “is 
far less intense than in Havana, where 
the malcontents are gathere«! 
Most ot 
the Cubans of the province favor ulti­ 
mate independence, but they are williug 
to have the American occupation con­ 
tinue for a year at least, as they recog­ 
nize that th«* lslaud revenues are ex­ 
pended honestly upon betterm ents.”

Chicago, May IO.—The senatorial pure 
food investigating committee yesterday 
hoard some startling testimony in re­ 
gard to the adulteration of foeti products, 
which may considerably prolong its ses­ 
sion. 
Professor A. ti. Mitchell, chief chemist 
of the Wisconsin dairy and food com­ 
mission, made the sworn statement that 
nearly every butcher in Illinois used 
preserving liquids on scraps of meat 
which they laid aside for the manfac­ 
ture of hamburger steak and other al­ 
leged delicacies. 
The chemist first told 
of a liquid known as "freozine.” 
Pro­ 
fessor Mitchell said the stuff hud been 
used extensively by farmers to keep 
milk and butter, it being the custom to 
mix it with the former in small quanti­ 
ties and pour it into vats for the preser­ 
vation of butter. 
"This ‘freezine’ I have found to be 
nothing less than almost pure formic 
aldehyde,” narrated the expert. 
“ This 
is a chemical that acts disastrously up­ 
on the tissues of the stomach, and I can 
only surmise the results when milk di­ 
luted with it is used constantly by a 
family 
filled with this stuff the porous com­ 
modity takes up no small part of the 
liqnid with a result that can only be 
conjectured. ” 
The professor proceeded to tell of his 
experiments with a fluid sold extensive­ 
ly to batchers feu* the purpose of mak­ 
ing their Hamburger steaks last aud 
keep up a healthy appearance. 
“ This liquid contains a great percent­ 
age of what is known a# sulphide of 
soda, with a complement of coloring 
m atter,” be continued. “ It is styled an 
antiseptic and in certain respects is. 
This must be borne in mind, however, 
that where fermentation and waste are 
arrest*-*I the digestive properties are con 
sequentlv destroyed.” 
Dr. Wiley, the government expert, 
who examined the antiseptic without go 
ing on the stand, said he identified it as 
practically the same chemical which 
was used daring hi# experience at mod 
cal college to preserve cadavers, and wa­ 
llow occasionally put into servioe in dis 
infecting houses where smallpox patients 
resided. 
The testimony early in the day as 
sumed the form of a debut© as to whether 
or not the use of alum in the manufac­ 
ture of baking powder is injurious to 
the public health. 
George W. Hew, t 
chemist, stat**! the injuries character 
istle of alum wert destroyed iu the pro­ 
cess of baking. 
Professor C. N. S. Shallberg, former 
editor of The Western Druggist, and 
Professor Mitchell combatted this theory 
and expressed the opinion that alum 
should not b© used as an ingredient un 
less the public was made aware of the 
fact by lab* %« on the cans. 
The common basis for the majority of 
jellies manufactured nowadays, accord 
ing to s*‘vex a1 witnesses, are the cores 
aud parings and apples utilized after 
they had bet?u evaporated.

stance, it was claimed, is mixed with 
glucose in large quantities, with sugar 
in small quantities aud then colored and

ing until he could secure an agreement 
among his advisers. 
While an under­ 
standing has not yet been reached some 
progress toward it lias been 
made. 
When the president first asked his ad­ 
visers for their recommendations he 
found them greatly at variance. One of 
the most serious divisions was on the 
subject of private secretaries. 
Another 
serious division was on the subject of 
the chief clerks. 
Some cabinet officers 
recommended that both of these places 
should be put on the excepted list; oth­ 
ers wanted them continued as classified 
places. 
After a good deal of considera­ 
tion the cabinet finally reached an agree­ 
ment that the chief clerks ought to re­ 
main in the classified service as at pres­ 
ent. 
The argum ent which brought about 
this conclusion was that at tho change 
of an administration it was necessary to 
have som** man holding over who would 
be perfectly familiar with all the details 
of the bureau or department, as other­ 
wise confusion would result and the 
public business would suffer.

Brooke T hat It Is Needed In Cuba. 
Havana, May IO.—General Maximo 
Gomez is trying to persuade Governor 
General Brooke that a Cuban standing 
army of 15,000 is a necessary adjunct to 
the proper government of the islands. 
He has pr- sented his views in writing, 
but without eliciting as yet any reply. 
The proposition is not likely to receive 
much consideration at headquarters, 
where considerable surprise was oc­ 
casioned by this magnificent project 
which, if adopted, Gomez doubtless be* 
lier©*, would be placed under his per­ 
sonal control. 
The growing conviction thai there is 
no need of rural guards except in the 
wilder portions of the provinces of San­ 
tiago and Puerto Principe is confirmed 
by the investigations of Captain Hickey 
of the governor general’s staff, just re­ 
turned from a tour of the provinces east 
of Havana which has been occupied two 
months. 
Captain Hickey, in carefully 
w ritten reports to General Brooke, as­ 
serts that, witn with the exception of a 
few in Santiago province, he found no 
traces of bandits. 
“ Political feeling in 
the country districts,” he declares, “is 
far less intense than in Havana, where 
the malcontents are gathered. 
Most of 
the Cubans of the province favor ulti­ 
mate independence, but they are willing 
to have the American occupation con­ 
tinue for a year at least, as they recog­ 
nize that the island revenues are ex­ 
pended honestly upon betterm ents”
